The cold added greatly to the difficulty of 
the department's work, ice forming rapidly 
on ladders and streets and. making work aloft 
dangerous and footing on the ground uncer- 
tain. Yet, despite difficulties, the firemen. 
won every fight against the flames. On the 
North Side neighbors supplied them with all 
the hot coffee they could drink. 


Times Building Is Threatened. 
The first serious fire of the new year start- 
ed in the Times Building, once the home of 
the Chicago Times, Washington street and 
Fifth avenue, shortly after 1 p. m. Fora 
time the entire building was threatened, but 
by hard work the flames were confined to 90 
and 92 Fifth avenue. The loss is put at 
$34,000, the D. A. Blodgett te of Grand 
lding, being 
the heaviest loser, The structure was badly 
damaged. 

The blaze, which started from crossed 
wires in the ceiling of Levin's shoe store, 90 
Fifth avenue, made the German newspaper, 
the Freie Presse, homeless for a time. Later 
arrangements were made to use other ne wa- 
paper offices temporarily. 

The fire was an exceedingly difficult one 
for the firemen to master. When first discov- 
ered it was in the ceiling of Levin's shoe 
store, but before the department reached the 
scene the flames had spread through the floor- 
the room to Liebroch's 
saloon. The build was filled with dense 
smoke und for some. time it was not known } 
how much hea@way the flames had secured.

History of the Building. 

The fire of tober, 1871, wiped out the 
original home of the Times, which was situ- 
ated then on the west side of Dearborn 
street, midway between Madison and Wash- 
ington streets. Wilbur F. Storey, the pro- 
prietor of the paper, at once set to work to 
erect a new building for his paper. - 

He put up a shanty on the West Side for, 
temporary accommodation, while he secured. 
ground and erected the present edifice on the 
northwest corner of Fifth avenue and Wash- 
ington street, There the Times was moved in 
1873 and there it remained until it lost its 
identity as a newspaper in March, 1895. Since 
then the building has been occupied by print- 
ing, barber, shoe, and other shops. 


| Fierce Fire on North Side. 

While the firemen were still struggling to 
save the Times Bullding a second fire broke 
out in the upper floors of the seven-story 
building at Michigan and La Salle streets. 
The Peerless Manufacturing and Plating 
company, which occupied the top floor, lost 
its entire stock, valued at $10,000, $8,000 of 
which was covered by insurance. The Na- 
tional Stamping works on the same floor was 
also damaged. On the sixth floor the Hudson, 
Howe: & Withington company, wholesale 
manufacturers of overalls and canvas goods, 
suffered a complete loss. 


Man May Have Perished. | 

Hans Johnson, the elevator man in the 
building, says a man went to an upper floor 
during the morning. He did not see him go 
out before the fire started. 

The loss on the building, owned by the J. 
W. Oakley estate, is estimated at $25,000, 
fully insured. 

Flames were seen bursting through the 
upper windows shortly after 2 o'clock, and 
ten minutes after the first engines arrived a. 
4-11 alarm was turned in. After the fire 
seemed to be out and the chiefs had left the 
flames broke out gnew in the storerooms of 
the Hudson, Howe & Withington company. 


Two Firemen in Danger. 
Ladders were raised hastily and two fire- 
men carrying 3 load of hose entered. The 
flames burst out fiercely and for a time it 
was feared the two men would perish. Three 
streams of water were turned on the blaze

WITH “ AHAPPY NEW YEAR ” 
RAILROAD FIREMAN GOES 
FROM HOME T0 DEATH. 


John Scott, the Victim, Leaves His Wife 
in the Morning with Words of Good 
Cheer and Later His Body Is Re- 
turned to Her—Northwestern Wreck. 


When John Scott, a locomotive fireman, 
left his home yesterday morning he wished 
his wife a happy New Year. A few hours 
later they brought his dead body home. Fir- 
ing an engine which was carrying many peo- 
ple from Barrington to Chicago for a holi- 


occurred soon after the train left Barring- 
ton. The engineer, John Bell, was also in- 
jured, it may be fatally. ‘ 

Scott and Bell have been running the sub- 
urban engine on the Northwestern road for 
several months, and yesterday as usual left 
Barrington at 5:30 o’clock in the morning. 
The signals were all right as they left the 
yards at Barrington, and they were running 
at a rate of twenty-five miles an hour when 
the engine struck an open switch. 

The engine plunged into a shallow ditch 80 
quickly that the front platform of the first 
car was torn away. The cars were left on 
the track and the passengers escaped un- 
harmed. When they reached the engine they 
found Engineer Bell, bruised and bleeding, 
endeavoring to extricate the fireman from 
the wreck. Scott died while they were try- 
ing to take him out. His head and back had 
been crushed. Bell was internally injured, 
his right arm was broken, and it is thought 
his skull is fractured. The responsibility 
tor the open switch has not been fixed.

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 2.—Ignatius Don- 
nelly, politician and author, aged 70, died at 
12:03 this morning. He was taken suddenly 
ill last night while visiting at the home of 
his father-in-law, Barton Hanson, 8022 
Twenty-eighth avenue south. From the 
first Mr. Donnelly sank steadily and soon be- 
came unconscious. Dr. Murphy was sum- 
moned and when he arrived the sick man was 
still unconscious. 

The doctor pronounced it heart failure and 
stated early in the evening that there was 
little chance of the patient's very. 

Mr. Donnelly passed away sufrounded bya 
number of his relatives. From the first they 
had understood that he cquld not live, as he 
was well advanced in years. 

He died without regaining consciousness. 

Ignatious Donnelly, who was known as 
“The Sage of Nininger,’’ came to Minne- 
sota thirty-five years ago and since that 
time had been a member of both Houses 
of the State Legislature and represented ais 
district in Congress. 


Married Three Years Ago. 

Mr. Donnelly married about three years 
ago Miss Hanson, a daughter of Barton Han- 
son Of this city, and since that time they 
have made their home in Minneapolis, al- 
_though Mr. Donnelly owned several farms, 
where they spent considerable time. He had 
lived in Hastings and in St. Paul, and was 
widely known throughout the State. 

Since his affitiation with the Middle Road 
party he had earnestly espoused its prinel- 
ples. He was bitter towards trusts and com- 
binations of all kinds and was an ardent 
supporter of the political code in economics 
and social questions as set forth in what is 
known as the Omaha platform.” —

Ignatius Donnelly was born in Philadelphia 
on Nov. 3, 1831. He was educated in the 
public schools and was graduated in 1849

He then studied law for three vears in t 
office of Benjamin Hartig Brewster, 
was afterward Attorney General of the Unit- 
ed States, and was admitted to the bar in 
1852. He was married in 1855. In the same 
year he was nominated for the Legislature 


tion. He emigrated in the spring of 1856 to 
Minnesota, thena new Territory, where he re- 
sumed the practice of law in the Town of 
Iiastings in partnership with Archibald M. 
Hayes. In 1857 he was nominated for State 
Senator by the Republicans of Dakota Coun- 
ty, but was defeated by a large majority, the 
county and State being Democratic. In 1858 
he was nominated again for the same office 
and was defeated by only twelve majority, 


Is Elected Lieutenant Governor. : 
In 1859 he was nominated by the Repub- 
licans for Lieutenant Governor and was 
elected after a canvass in which he made 
sixty speeches and traveled long distances 
by private conveyance, there being at that 
time no railroads in the State. In 1861 he 
was reélected Lieutenant Governor and in 
1802 was sent to Congress by the Republicans 
of the Second Congressional District, em- 
‘bracing a territory nearly as large as all 
New England. In that year there was a 
Sioux Indian outbreak and massacre in 
which several hundred settlers were mur- 
dered. Mr. Donnelly accompanied the troops 
sent to the relief of Fort Ridgley, where 
thousands of men, women, and children were 
besieged by the Indians, and wrote a report 
to the Governor of the State, giving a history 
of the outbreak. This later was published in 
the official report of the Commissioner 

of Indian Affairs. 

Mr. Donnelly was reélected to Congress in 
1864 and again in 1866. He was an abolition- 
ist and an earnest supporter of Mr. Lincoln’s 
administration during the war, doing ef- 
fective work by his speeches in Minnesota 
and elsewhere in behalf of the Indians. He 
nevertheless advocated the most lenient 
treatment of the people of the South after the 
war was over and made forcible spéeches in 
Congress in behalf of liberal appropriations 
to feed the starving inhabitants of the 9 
quered region. 

He was the first to advocate on the floor 
of the House governmental action to foster 
the growth of trees on the great plains of 
the West, a course which since has been car- 
ried into effect with great success. 

He always was an ardent advocate of uni- 
versal education, and helped materially in 
the passage of the bill introduced by Gen- 
eral Garfield to establish the present Na- 
tional Bureau of Education, being one of 
the three members of the Committee of Con- 
ference on the part of the House to confer 
as to the bill with a similar committee on the 
part of the Senate. 

Mr. Donnelly also labored to secure legis- 
lation that would have lessened the evil ef- 
tects of the railroad land grant system. 


Writes Notable Books. 

In 1873 Mr. Donnelly was elected to the 
State Senate and was reélected continuously 
until 1878. In 1886 he was elected a member 
of the House for two years. In 1882 he pub- 
lished his first literary work. Atlantis, the 
Antediluvian World,“ a book which passed 
through twenty-one editions in America and 
several in England and was translated for 
publication in France. In this work he at- 
tempted to prove the truth of the theory as 
to the existence of the ancient empire of 
Atlantis upon a great island in the Atlantic 
Ocean opposite the Mount of Mediterranean. 


Atlantis is the fact that lies behind all the 
flood legends of mankind. 

In 1883 he published his e work, 
Ragnarok, the Age of Fire and Gravel,” 
which was successful. 

In 1888 he put forth that one of his works 
which has attracted most attention, The 
Great Cryptogram, or Francis Bacon's Cipher 
in the Shakspeare Plays.” In this book he 
claimed to have discovered an arithmetical |} 
method cipher in the great folio of 1623 de- 
pending. upon the paging of that work. .

Brother of Man Wanted in Cus- 
tody in Omaha, but Denies 
_ Knowledge of Crime. 


NEW CLEW TO THE HORSE. 


Chadron, Neb.,; Jan. 1.—[Special.}—A man 
declared to be Pat Crowe, wanted in Omaha 
for the kidnapihg of the son of Edward A. 
Cudahy, has been captured by officerg from 
this city. It is insisted there is no doubt of 
the identity of the prisoner. He was taken 
on the Pine Ridge Indian reservation near 
Oelrichs, 8. B., after a hot chase, which 
culminated in à race between the fleeing 
man, who was in a buggy, And the detectives 
on horseback. ; 

According to the statement made by John 
Delfelder, a cattleman, who witnessed the 
arrest, the man was in a buckboard wagon 
and had a good team of horses, When he 
saw the officers in pursuit he whipped up tue 
team, but soon was overtaken and confront- 
ed by the men with revolvers. 

The posse with the prisoner stopped at a 
ranch about thirty miles from this city, and 
it is not known just what disposition will be 
made of the captive, | 


John J. Crowe Is in Custody: 
[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.1 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 1.—[Special,)—The first 
arrest in tue Cudahy abduction case was 
made this afternoon, when the Omaha po- 
lice went to Council Bluffs and, with the as- 
sistance of the Ipwa authorities, took John 
J. Crowe, brother of Pat Crowe, into cus- 
tody. Crowe agreed to come to Omaha with- 
out requisition papers and was brought 
across the river at 5 o’clock. Later a Chi- 
cago woman who was stopping at. John 
Crowe’s house was brought to the Omaha 
station on suspicion of having been the much 
sought woman in the case. Her description 
did not correspond with that of the light- 
haired woman who was seen while the house 
was being rented,of the Schneiderwinds. 

Mrs. Schneiderwind and a neighbor; B. K. 
Munshaw, visited the station tonight. They 
stated positively that the Chicago woman 
was not the same one they had seen with 
ohe of the alleged abductors. She will be 
released tomorrow, but Crowe will be held, 
as his knowledge of the abduction, at least, 
is established by the finding of the second 
horse in his barn. . | 

Ever since Eddie Cudahy disappeared, on 
Dec. 18, the suspicions of the police have 
been directed towards John Crowe. They 
were unable, however, to find any connection 
between him and his brother until the bridge- 
tender at the East Omaha bridge informed 
one of the Omaha detectives that he had 
seen two men cross the bridge at different 
times with a dark brown horse and an old 
buggy, sometimes leading a pony behind. 
The subsequent discovery of the bay pony 
at Pacific Junction, Ia., convinced the offi- 
cers that the pony had not crossed the river 
since the abduction, as the Plattsmouth 
ferryman stated positively that the pony 
taken over by him on Saturday, Dec. 22, 
was not the one found at Pacific Jynction, 


Attempt to Trace the Pony. 

As the Pacific Junction pony was touiſd on 
Friday night, there was no doubt in the minds 
of the police that the ferryman was right. 
so they turrféd their attention to tracing the 
pony down the other side of the river over- 
land. Unable to do this, they faced the 
dilemma boldly and this afternoon swore out 
a warrant in Council Bluffs charging Pat 
Crowe and his brother, John Crowe, with be- 
ing fugitives from justice. 7 5 

Detective Weir of the Council Bluffs force, 
accompanied by Detectives Savage and Dunn 
of the Omaha department, went to John 
Crowe's house in the bottoms for the pur- 
pose of seeing what they could find. They 
entered the house without difficulty and saw 
John Crowe lying in a rear room asleep. He 
was awakened and searched, the officers tak- 
ing two heavy revolvers, fully loaded, from 
his pockets. He had been drinking heavily 
evidently, but made no attempt to offer re- 
sistance. When informed what was wanted 
he agreed to accompany the officers to Omaha 
without a requisition. 

The officers searched the house closely, but 
failed to discover any trace of Pat Crowe. 
In the barn they found the brown horse which 
was described by the East Omaha bridge 
tender as the animal driven by two men on 
several occasions, they having crossed the 
bridge one night about midnight. This horee 
also was brought to Omaha. The officers 
learned that John Crowe had an old top 
buggy which corresponded closely to that of 
the vehicle driven by the man who rented 
the house and the pair which purchased the 
little bay pony of Daniel Burris. This buggy 
was taken the latter part of last week to 
Nelson’s blacksmith shop in Council Bluffs 
to have a spring repaired. This is declared a 
significant feature by the police, because 
young Cudahy sald, in relating his story of 
his first night ride, that the buggy jolted and |. 
made a noise every time they crossed a rough 
place, as if the body of the vehicle were | 
sprung against the running gear. The police 
will secure the buggy and bring it to Omaha 
tomorrow. 

Prisoner Denies Complicity, 

When Crowe was orought across the river 
by the police he did not seem the least bit dis- 
turbed by the experience. The coming of the 
party attracted no attention, as the arrest 
had been made quietly. When searched at 
the Omaha station he had a few dollars on 
his person, but nothing suspicious was found 
in his pockets. While it is not believed he 
took an active part in the abduction the 
police think it possible that he may have 
been the man who remained with the boy. 

When he was asked tonight why he car- 

ried two heavy revolvers Crowe said: 
I live in a dangerous district in Council 
Bluffs where I have no police protection, and 
since there have been so many holdups over 
there I did not know but some highwaymen 
might try their hands on me. The weapons 
were carried purely for the protection of my 
property.“ 

The prisoner denied all knowledge of his 
brother Pat and said that he had not seen 
him for some time, He had not the slightest 
idea, he said, where Pat was. Daniel Burris, 
Mr, Schneiderwind, and Robert Brown, who 
saw the old buggy, will attempt to identify 
the one found in Crowe’s ee tomor- 
row.

Signatures were affixed in this city yester- 
day to a great international contract and a 
Chicago packing firm will supply the Russian 
government this year with 1,500 barrels of a 
specially prepared meat to feed the soldiers 
of the Czar’e army. 

The terms of the contract will exceed $100, - 
000 and was eagerly sought by the represent- 
atives of almost every one of the great Chi- 
cago packing concerns, but was won by Ar- 
thur C. Boughton, representing Switt & Co. 
The vast field for supplies in Russia and 
Siberia has been opened to Americans only 
lately, and it is beileved that the contract 


fompleted yesterday is merely the predeces- 


sor of others which will amount to millions 
of dollars and result in the introduction and 
consumption of Chicago packed meats in 
every part of the vast northern empire. 


Secret Process Is Involved. 


A new process of packing and pickling 
meat, discovered and perfected in the houses 
of Swift & Co., was an important factor in 
the awarding of the contract. The process 
is a secret of the firm, and it is said that the 
problem of transporting the packed meat 
any distance and through any climate, from 
the steppes of Siberia to the hills of Afghan- 
istan, without affecting the quality of the 
supplies has been solved. : 

The contract for aj! food supplies to the 
Russian government is now held by a Rus- 
sian firm of Vladivostok, in which, it is said, 
several of the great military officials of the 
empire are interested. The contract has 
been held for years, but some time ago an 
agency of the Russian firm was established 
in Portland, Ore., through which the Ameri- 
can supplies had been purchased, No great 
contracts had been given to the American 
packers, who for a long time had been eager 
to enter the new field, but one month ago the 
intimation was given that à large contract 
must be filled. ! | 

Swifts Capture the Contract. 

Mr. Boughton was selected by Swift & Co. 
to obtain the contract if possible that would 
introduce Chicago meats as a food for the 
soldfers of the Car. For two weeks the con- 
tract was held in abeyance, while critical 
investigations were made and the advantages 
of the process demonstrated in the packiug 
of meat that must travel half way around 
the earth and pass through many countries 
and climates. 

One week ago the selection was made and 
the signatures of the Russian representa- 
tives attached to the contract, which was 
then forwarded to this city for the names of 
the members of the Chicago packing firm. 

It is said that the completion of the con- 
tract is but a part of the program planned 
by Swift & Co., who will endeavor to secure 

a direct contract with the government for 
commissary supplies. It is understood that 
a representative of the house will start soon 
for Viadivostok and St. Petersburg. 


MRS. JOHN POWELL | 
KILLED; HUSBAND HURT

Passenger Train of the Eastern Illinois 
Strikes Them While Riding in Buggy 
Near Crete, Ill.—Fractious Horse 
Prevents Escape. | 


Mrs. John Powell of Chicago Heights was | 


killed instantly and her husband fatally in- 
jured by being.struck by a Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois passenger train while driv- 
ing across the tracks yesterday afternoon, a 
mile south of Crete. The crossing where the 
accident occurred is a dangerous one, a view 
of the tracks being obscured on either side 
by a sharp curve in the road. 

The horse which Mr. Powell was driving 
became unmanageable as it approached the 
tracks. As the buggy reached the middle of | 
the crossing the train came around the 
curve.. The horse refused to go ahead and 
the engine crashed into the buggy. 

Mrs. Powell was thrown 100 feet and in- 
stantly killed. Mr. Powell was picked up in 
an unconscious condition and an examination 
showed that he had sustained a ‘racture of 
the skull and numerous bruises about the 

body. 
Mr. Powell and the body of his wife were 
placed aboard the train and taken to Crete. 
It is believed that he will die.

POLICE EXPLODE A BOMB STORY 


Account of One Found in La Salle Street 
Tunnel Laughed At—Detective Mc- 
Laughlin’s Tale Doubted. 


The discovery of a supposed bomb in the 
La Salle street tunnel by Detective Mc- 
Laughlin of the Central Station at 11 o’clock 
on Monday night was the subject of merry 
discussion among the detectives at head- 
quarters yesterday. ] 

According to Detective McLaughlin he was 
in the station shortly before 11 o’clock, when 
a man, whom he says he did not know, told 
him to go with him to the La Salle street tun- 
nel as something was coming off.“ 

1 went to the tunnel,” he said, and

I walked about and in one 
of the niches at the south end of the tunnel 
I found a bomb about twelve inches long with 
a fuse which showed signs of having been 
lighted. It was constructed of a two-inch 
gas pipe.” 

McLaughlin says that he exploded the bomb 
yesterday afternoon in the empty lot oppo- 
site the Chicago Athletic club. The explosion, 
he declares, was like the sound of a cannon. 

John McLain, a driver for Wright's livery, 
who was on duty in front of the club all the 
afternoon, declares he heard no explosion.

Comparison of Records of the 
Examining Bodies Basis for 
the Complaint. 


CLAIM LAW IS VIOLATED. 


An investigation of the County Civil Serv- 
ice commission will be asked of the next 
grand jury by the Citizens’ association unless 
the commissioners accede to the demands of 
the association. A statement of the year's 
record of the county commission is being 
prepared by President George E. Cole and 
Secretary Hoyt King. It will be made public 
this week. 

In this statement it will be asserted that 
the entire procedure of the commission dur- 
ing the year has been in violation of the eivil 
service law; that the commissioners have 
disregarded requirements and provisions 
binding upon them; and that they have con- 
ducted their office as an adjunct toa political 
machine. 

It will be pointed out that the commission, 
according to its own report, has held but 
one examination during the year, and that 
it has made no attempt to hold promotional 
examinations in.accordance with the spirit 
ot the law. Cömplete evasion of and non- 
conformity with the law will be alleged 
against the commissioners. 


Compared with City Commission. 

A comparison of the work of the city Civil 
Service commission with that of the county 
commission is cited as proof of the contention 
of the association in regard to the inefficiency 
of the latter body. According to the year's 
reports, the county commission held one ex- 
amination. The city commission held 100. 
The county commissioners’ report is cited 
as showing the following: : 

“ The report of the commission shows a de- 
créase in the number of trials, only twenty 
employés having been brought before the 
board for violation of the rules. One exami- 
nation was held, 173 employés resigned, ten 
were promoted, seventeen were dismissed 
after trial, 204 eertified to the President of 
the County beard for appointment, and six 
refused to accept after certification.” 

This, it is claimed, comprises the work 
ot the county commission. 


Draw Pay for Little Work. 

“These commissioners,’ said Mr. Cole, 
„draw $1,500 a year from the county without 
doing any work. We shall charge them with 
disregard of the law. It can be shown that 
they have manipulated their office as an 
adjunct to the party machine. We shall issue 
the statement containing our information on 
these facts to the members of the association, 
comprising 5,000 voters.

KILL A CARDINAL'S NEPHEW. 


Dr. James Gibbons Shot Down by Hold- 
up Men at New Orleans and 
Dies of Wound. 


New Orleans, La., Jan. 1.—[Spe¢cial.]—The 
first known crime committed in New Orleans 
in the new century was the holdup and mur- 
der of Dr. James Gibbons, nephew of Car- 
dinal Gibbons.

PASS DAY FIGHTING FIRE. 


CHIEF’ SWENIE’S MEN HAVE A

Cable Service Is Tied Up. 

The Calumet cycle works, the Standard Gas 
Lamp company, the Beggs Chemical com- 
pany, the York Honey Bee Supply company, 
and the Hubbard Portable Oven company 
also suffered from fire, smoke, and water. 
The water that poured from the burning 
building ran into the La Salle street tunnel 
and tied up the Nogth Side cable service for 
an hour and a half. During the worst of the 
fire the Northwestern L trains ran 
through clouds of smoke and steam. Resi- 
dents of the neighborhood supplied the fire- 
men and police who were on duty for four 
hours with hot coffee, which was carried to 
them in great cans. 


Three Women and Man Rescued. 

In an effort to save their clothing during a 
fire in the Klondike House, 200 East Van 
Buren street, at 9 o’clock last night Minnie 
Peters, Lizzie Burke, and Mary O’Shay 
were surroufided by the flames. They were 
rescued by firemen from truck company No. 
1, nearly ovércome by smoke and in a faint- 
ing condition. John Kobenick, who was 
sleeping on the first floor, was carried 
through the flames down the front stairway 
by Frank Boesner, who broke open the door 
of the room which Kobenick occupied.

en. The women were on the ground floor, 
and rushed up-stairs and began to gather 
their clothing. Laden with bundles they 
ran into the hallway, only to find their re- 
treat cut off. Almost fainting they groped 
their way to the front windows and screamed 
for help. Miss Peters attempted to crawl 
out of one of the windows, but was stopped 
by the warning cries of the firemen, three 
of whom dashed through the flames and car- 
ried the women to the street. 

Ten minutes after the blaze started the 
firemen had it. under control.

Forgets to Escape from Fire. 

Curlosity to see a fire company at work 
nearly cost James Brown his life during a 
fire at the West End Hotel, 503 West Madi- 
son street, in the morning. Brown, who was 
a guest of the hotel, occupied a front room 
on the fourth floor. When the fire broke out 
at 6:30 he was aroused by the shouting and 
commotion and went to the window to see 
what it was all about. He became so inter- 
ested in the actions of the firemen that he 
paid no heed to the repeated calls of Clerk 
John Smith, who was pounding on his door. 
It finally became necessary for the firemen 
to go to Brown’s room and drag him down- 
stairs. The other guests of the hotel, about 
ninety in number, got out safely in various 
stages of undress. 

The fire started in the elevator shaft on 
the fourth floor and burned three floors at 
the rear of the building. Engine Company 
No. 6 was delayed in reaching the fire by 
the horses falling on the slippery asphalt cf 
Ashland avenue. The loss was put at $10,- 
000 on building and $2,000 on furniture. Sam- 
uel Hawbecker is the proprietor of the hotel, 
while the building is owned by J. S. Haven. 

A valuable black cat belonging to the pro- 
prietor was found under the wreckage by 
the firemen. The cat was covered with Ice,

The sudden drop in temperature hampered 
the work of the Western Union Telegraph 
company last night on the South Side.

The 
entire messenger force was kept at work, 
the day boys being refused leave and forced 
to work through the night.

votes. In caucus Quay on his ballot received 
119 votes, John Dalzell 2 votes, and John 
Stewart 2 votes, but the two latter names 
were withdrawn and all went for Quay. 

The opposition went all to pieces since the 
Quay people organised the Legislature today, 
and it is now conceded that Quay will be 
elected on the first ballot on Jan. 15. 

After one of the most exciting contests in 
the history of the Republican party in this 
State the friends of Quay today organized 
the Legislature, and through their success 
in this hope to re@lect Quay to the United 
States Senate. There was no contest in the 
organization of the Senate. That was prac- 
tically settled last night when a majority 
of the Republican Senators chose Senator 
Snyder of Chester for President pro tem., 
but in the House there was one of the flercest 
political combats that that body has ever 
seen, and it was a struggle from the calling 
of the first name. 

In the Republican House caucus last night 
Representative Marshall of Allegheny had 


100 votes for speaker, while two absentees 


sent word that he would get their votes, 
which gave enough toelect. When the House 
met today it was discovered that the anti 
Quay Assemblymen and the Democrats had 
elected a fusion and had decided to cast their 
votes for Representative Koontz of Somer- 
set, who is known as one of the anti-Quay 
leaders. It was announced, howéver, that 
there were some Democrats who had an- 
nounced that they would not be a party to the 
fusion.

ALLEGED SWINDLER IS SOUGHT. 


One-Armed Man, Pretended Switchman, 
Using Forged Letter of Recommen- 
dation, Secures Much Money. 


A clever beggar and swindler, who has 
been victimizing Chicago business-men for 
the last two months, is sought by officials of 
the P. M. King Information bureau on a 
charge of forgery.

PENSION PLAN IN OPERATION. 


Chicago and Northwestern Employes 
Now Under New System—Esti- 
mated Cost $200,000 a Tear. 


— — 

The Chicago and Northwestern yesterday 
put into effect its system for pensioning its 
old and deserving employés. The system is 
in most respects identical with that which 
the Pennsylvania railroad put in effect some 
two years ago. Any employé who is between 
65 and 69 years of age and who has been 
thirty, years in the service of the road, and 
who is disabled in service, will receive a pen- 
sion of 1 per cent per month calculated upon 
his monthly rate of wages for the last ten 
years of his service with the company. 

Any employ6é who has reached the age of 
70 years, and who has been thirty years in 
the employ of the company, will be retired 
upon a pension of 1 per cent per month cal- 
culated upon the monthly rate of wages paid 
him for the last ten years. | 

Under this plan the company has estab- 
lished the rule not to employ any man over 
35 years of age. To carry out the plan the 
Northwestern has established a Pension 
board composed of William A. Gardner, Gen- 
eral Manager; Edward C. Gardner, Chief En- 
gineer; Richard C. Aishton, General Super- 
intendent; Robert Quayle, Superintendent 
of Motive Power and Machinery; W. H. 
Sterritt, Auditor of Expenditures. 

Northwestern officials claim that the new 
system will benefit 80,000 persons on their 
lines, and that the cost will be but $200,000 
per annum.

Petitions asking Senator Len Small and 
Representatives Curtis and Rankin of the 
Sixteenth Senatorial District to 
the instructions of the convention which 
nominated them to vote for Senator Cullom 
| ngreseman Cannon were cir- 
culated in Iroquois County yesterday. They 
had made their appearance previously in 
Kankakee, the other county in the district. 
There they were not numerously enough 
signed to afford much consolation to the 
men for whose benefit they were circulated. 
It had been supposed that the non-success 
of the movement in Kankakee would dis- 
courage the members of the next General

THE GRAND JURY'S REPORT. 
The December grand jury has finished 
its labors and has returned what has been 
known in this city for many years as a 
“moral indictment.” That is to, say, 4 
grand jury believes there are persons who 
Ought to be indicted, but against whom 
there is no evidence on which a conviction 
can be secured. Therefore, it reports the 
facts and censures where it cannot return 
true bills. | 
The subject of the latest “ moral indict- 
ment ig the city administration so far as 


cerned. Never have Chicago public officials 
been arraigned in severer terms than those 
used by the last grand jury. That was no 
partisan body. It was made up of both 
Democrats and Republicans. In spite of 
differences of ‘political opinion, all the mem- 
bers united in the assertion that “we be- 
lieve immunity is extended to the vicious 
and criminal classes,” and the city authori- 
ties must be held directly responsible for 
existing conditions.” These conditions are 
“the general prevalence of Crime” and 
“the non-enforcement of ordinances re- 
garding the conduct of saloons and disor- 
derly houses,” 

It is the deliberate opinion of the grand 
jurors that this deplorable state of affairs 
is due to the laxity of discipline in the Police 
department. The public interests, they say, 
are not safe in the hands of officers whose 
indifferénce and ignorance amount to in- 
competency.” They give as an illustration’ 
of thes? peculiarities the fact that the 
Chief of Police and several Inspectors swore 
that there were no saloons open after mid- 
night, while the Mayor swore that the 
midnight closing ordinance had been a dead 
letter. The responsibility for maintaining 
in office officials who are manifestly ignorant 
end indifferent, and “to whose incompe- 
tency is due the prevalent laxity of disci- 
pline among the rank and file,” muet rest, 
the grand jurors say, “ upon the Mayor.” 

One of the recommendations of the grand 
jury is eminently practical. It is that future 
grand juries indict patrolmen who for the 
purpose-of shielding their superior officers 
neglect to report violations of city ordi- 
nances. Such patrolmen are liable to indict- 
ment for palpable omission of duty. When 
violations of the ordinances are reported 
by patrolmen who dread indictment their

THIS SUITS THE TAXPAYERS. 
The majority report of the subcommittee 
of the River Improvement commission is 
the one the Chicago taxpayers will favor.

W. Baird, and ex-Mayor Roche, contem- 
plates the gradual substitution of bas- 
cule for center pier bridges, This can be 
done during the next four years without 
increasing the tax levy or issuing more 
bonds.

SEARCHING FOR AN EXPLANATION.

AMEND THAT GAS ORDINANCE. 

The People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
has secured an order citing the city to show 
cause this morning why it should not be 
restrained from enforcing the ordinance 
passed on Oct. 15 reducing the price of gas 
to 75 cents. This proceeding will bring up 
both of the two important questions in- 


to whether the city now possesses authority 
to regulate the price of gas; and, second, as 
to whether the attempted reduction is rea- 
sonable in amount, 

When the ordinance was up for passage 
it was said that its main purpose was to 
secure an adjudication of the first of these 
questions, and the wisdom of this purpose 
is plain. Those who promoted this measure, 
however—and the fact is another evidence 
of the ill-considered action which at times 
still discredits the City Council—seem not 
to have realized this important considera- 


tion in price should be adjudged unreasona- 
ble in amount, the decision might on that 
ground go against the city on the whole case, 


municipal authority in this instance or in 
general. 
Indeed, such was precisely the result in 
the suit. precipitated by the radical low 
fare ordinance passed in 1896 by the Mil- 
waukee City Council.

COLLEGES ON THE WRONG TRACK. 


There are some pungent and timely truths 
in the article in the January Forum by 
President Jones of Hobart College entitled, 
“Is the College Graduate Impracticable?” 
Mr. Jones takes up the charge made by the 
late Collis P. Huntington that a college 
training results in a dreamy idealism which 
unfits its victim fer practical life. He ad- 
mits the college graduate’s unfitness, but 
he denies that book learning is the cause of 
it. He lays it to wrong social ideas and 
wrong modes of life among college students, 
and the facts justify him when he adds that 
these evils are rapidly increasing in all the 
larger colleges. 

The faults of the fresh graduate when 
employed in a business office are usually 
failures of accuracy, punctuality, strenu- 
ousn and reliability. President Jones 
believes these faults are largely created by 
the irresponsible and haphazard life which 
boys are allowed to lead at college. In his 
estimation the smattering of book knowl- 
edge picked up during a collegiate course is 
worthless if it is not accompanied by train- 
ing t will introduce the growing boy to 
the world and its ways. The indictment 
which he makes against present college 
methods is that they plunge the youth from 
the traint of home into a license which 
has ee in outside life. The stu- 
dent is supported in increasing luxury with- 


out a ¢orresponding sense of responsibility. 


The training of the will has been almost dis- 
continued. There is nothing to make the 
8 student realize the social and eco- 
nomie laws of the real world. 

The college student wants to be treated 
like a man and at the same time to indulge in 
the pranks ofa boy. Sometimes he comes to 
college with the tastes of a well-to-do adult, 
yet, he is absolutely dependent upon his 
father for every dollar he spends. His life 
is necessarily parasitic, and there is noth- 
ing to make him-realize it. One minute he 
is reading the riot act of manly independ- 
ence and the hext he is pleading the baby 
act of thoughtless irresponsibility. The 
whole tendency in the colleges, as else- 
where, is toward more luxury, fashion, and 
frivolity; but among the students this does 
more harm than elsewhere because it is not 
by the labor of self-sup- 
port. | *

THE CLAIMS OF DON CARLOS. 
[MADRID CE IN LONDON} 

Carlism is the question of the hour in this 
generally distracted corner of Europe. Just 
about two centuries ago (1700) the war of suc- 
cession to the Spanish throne was initiated 
by the rival claims of Archduke Charles of 
Adstria and the grandson of Louis XIV. of | 
France, the Duke of Anjou, whom Charles 
II. of Spain had appointed hissuccessor. All 
Burope was dragged into this war, and 
peace was finally proclaimed by the treaty 
of Utrecht in 1713, when the Duke of Anjou, 
who had assumed the title of Philip V. and 
defeated his rival on Spanish soil, was ac- 
knowledged on the throne of Spain. This 
monarch, first of the Spanish Bourbons, in- 
troduced into Spain the Salle law, whereby 
females were excluded from the throne. 
T measure, although contrary to the tra- 
ditional custom of royal inheritance in Spain, 
was ratified by the Spanish Cortes and be- 
came constitutional law. | 

Ferdinand VII., restored to the throne of 
Spain after the Peninsular war, had no 
male issue, but two daughters, the eldest 
of whom, Isabel, he appointed hig successor, 
regardless of the then existing Salle law, 
and excluded his brother, the Infante Don 
Carlos, from the throne. To strengthen this 
resolution Ferdinand ordered the States Gen- 
eral, the nobles, and the army to take the 
eath of fealty to his daughter Isabel as 
heiress to the throne. The Infante Don 
Carlos was then in Portugal, and was re- 
quested by his brother Ferdinand, through 
the Spanish Ambassador, to take the oath. 
I have before me an official account of all 
this business, published by the Royal Press 
14 Rote Real), Madrid, 1834, and I select 
the following document, dated April 29, 1833, 
addressed by ‘the Infante Don Carlos to his 
brother, King Ferdinand:

King Ferdinand VII. died in September 
following, and the government of Madrid 
procigimed his eldest daughter, then only'8 
years old, Queen of Spain, under the title of 
Isabel II., and her mother, Maria Christina, 
‘Queen Regent. Meantime the Infante Don 
Carlos, considering himself King, delivered 
to the Spanish Ambassador at Lisbon let- 
ters royal to be forwarded to his brothers, 
the Infantes Don Francisco y Don Sébas- 
tlan, notifying them of this fact, remarking 
that in this he was defending their as well 
as his own rights. He addressed another 
letter to the government of Madrid, which 
runs as follows: 

To the President Duke of the Royal Council; I 
hereby declare that my royal brother, having had 
no male heir to succeed him on the throne, I am 
the legitimate heir and King, as I already mani- 
fested in writing to my dear deceased brother in

The authorities at Madrid took no notice 
ef this, but set about declaring the Infante 
Don Carlos a traitor and rebel, and having 
himself and descendants excluded from the 
throne of Spain forever and perpetually ex- 
lled from the country.

The people, nevertheless, took sides, and 
Don Carlos put himself at the head of his 
partisans to secure his rights by force of 

rms. Spain was bled by a fierce civil war 

or seven years, and peace was only secured 
in 1841 by the convention of Vergara, whe 
the Carlist General, Moroto, and the Libera 
General, Espartero, embraced and gave each 
other the kiss of peace.

The Council House of Yukon stood in the 
crowded portion of the town, with the great 
trading marts all about it, easy of access to 
the people.

The crown tax law had been a burden upon 
the people—upon the great middle class who 
were the bone and sinew of the nation—for 
a score of years.

And for nearly twenty 
years the people had complained against the 
injustice of the tax. 

Now, under the leadership of Carta Venike, 
a bill to repeal that tax had been presented 
to the Council and had already passed two 
readings. If it passed this third time (and 
it seemed iikely, for many of the Conserva- 
tive members believed the crown tax un- 
righteous) it must then go to the Privy Coun- 
eil for action and then to the King himself. 

If the Privy Council passed it favorably 
even the vote of. Justus II. could not keep the 
bill from being law; if, however, both the 
King and the Privy Council opposed the bill, 
then it could only become law by the Council 
of One Hundred again taking action upon it 
and passing it over the meads of the monarch 
and his council by a two-thirds vote—some- 
thing which had scarce been done in Yukon 
within the memory of man. 

Usually the influence of the government 
was so marked in the Council of One Hun- 
dred that a bill displeasing to the King was 
killed at its first or second reading; but the 
reform party had worked insistently in this 
cause and their numbers had been swelled 
in the vote to a fair majority by members 
of both the Conservative and Liberal parties.

Ainiost an Epidemic of tt in Chicago, 


Especially on the North Side—Cause 
Found in the Damp, Smoke-Laden 
Atmosphere of Last Weeks—Health 
Department Reports Show Great In- 


crease of Mortality for Closing mere

-An alarming increase in the death rate of 
Chicago marked the closing days of the o 

_ year, and in the last week pneumonia claimed 
122 victims. Yesterday the physicians said 
the epidemic had been checked by the arrival 
of the new year with its frosty weather. The 
prevailing warm molst weather and smoky 
soot-laden air, together with the epidemic of 
influenza, are held responsible for the un- 
usual number of deaths from pneumonia. 

The danger of pneumonia following as a 
secondary development of the grip was point- 
ed out by a number of leading physicians in 
THE TRIBUNE on Dep. 24. At that time there 
were many mild cases of grip, which became 
more serious as the weather grew worse. |

St. Joseph’s Hospital 
has had several deaths,and the German, 
Passavant, German-American, and Augus- 
tana all have had patients. 


Dr. Chew Blames the Smoke. 

Dr. John H. Chew, 28 Astor streét, at- 
tributes the prevalence of pneumonia to the 
dirty, smoky air of the city. 

have heard of a large number of cases, 
he said, although I have happened to at- 
tend but few. The worst feature 82 the 
causes of this epidemic has been the smoke, 
soot; and dirt in the air. The weather has 
exaggerated these evils in the last week or 
two and they are largely responsible. Pneu- | 
monia is, of course, a natural development 
of the grip. Nothing could be better to put 
a stop to the disease than the weather which 
arrived with the new year. It is just what 
was neéded and if it continues for a time 
there will be a 1 decrease in pneu- 
monta.“ 

“T have had . deaths from pneumonia,” 
said Dr. W. H. Allport. “ The dirt in the 
streets and the soot in the air have made the 
disease serious and fatal. It has comeas the 
result of the weather and the influenza and 
has been made more effective by air almost 
unfit to breathe.“ 


Dr. Favill Doubts the Diagnosis. 
Dr. Henry B. Favill discredits the reports 


showing a large number of cases of pneu- | 
monia. 


“TI have hardly seen a genuine case of 
pneumonia this winter,“ he said, and so 
far as my experience goes we are remark- 
ably free from it this winter. There is a 
great deal of inexactitude in talking about 
pneumonio, and many of the so-called cases 
are only severe colds or attacks of influenza. 
The Health Commissioner’s report, it is true, 
shows an unusually large number of pneu- 
monia cases, but I think there is a large pro- 
portion of them that would hot prove pneu- 
morila upon investigation.“ 

Drs. T. D. Hollenbeck and F. A. Leusman, 
who each have six or eight cases of what 
they have diagnosed as pneumonia, say it 
has been a secondary development of the 
rip, The dividing line between the two is 
uncertain: enough to give good reason for 
their being classified on either side. 


Report of Health Department. 

‘The reports of the Health department 
show that there were seventy-four more 
deaths reported last week than the week 
previous and exactly 100 more than in the 
corresponding week of 18909. 

The increase of deaths from typhoid fever 
still continues and is clearly attributable to 
the water pollution following the four rainy 
days of Nov. 18-21. The depaftment says
